WASHINGTON (UPI) - Millions 
of

workers examined 
their pay stubs this month and found 
Social Security taxes had increased 
as much as 35 per cent over 1972’s 
bite. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, said 
today 
he 
believed 
there 
was 
widespread 
“alarm” 
about 
the 
increase. 
He 
called 
his 
Senate 
Special Committee on Aging into 
session to search for a way to help 
old people more without making 
working people pay higher Social 
Security taxes. 
The committee will hear later 
from experts who believe the tax 
structure should be revised. Under 
the present structure, a worker 
earning $10,800 a year pays as much 
in Social 
Security taxes as an 
executive earning $250,000. 
Today’s witness was Robert M. 
Ball, 58, one of the nation’s foremost 
Social Security experts. 
He started working for the Social 
Security Administration in 1939 as a 
$1,620 field assistant in Newark, 
N.J., and has been commissioner 
since 1962. President Nixon recently 
accepted his resignation, tendered 
when Nixon asked all top federal 
employes 
to 
submit pro forma 
letters of resignation. 
Ball, influential in shaping the 52 per 
cent increases in Social Security 
benefits enacted since 1969, believes 
the system has reached “maturity.” 
He doubts that workers would stand 
still for any further increase in the 
tax bite—now 5.85 per cent of the 
first $10,800 in earnings and slated to 
rise to 5.85 per cent of the first 
$12,000 of earnings next year. 


Congress 
can't stop 
Vietnam war 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield, 
an opponent of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam, and Sen. Hugh Scott, the 
Republican 
leader, 
agree 
that 
Congress cannot stop the war. 


“We shouldn’t fool ourselves,” 
Mansfield said Sunday. He said 
Congress can pass resolutions “ but 
we can’t end the war.” Scott agreed. 
“It’s an exercise in semantics to 
talk about Congress’ stopping the 
war,” 
the 
Pennsylvania 
senator 
said. 
Even if Congress cut off funds for 
the conflict, Scott said, President 
Nixon has the option of using a veto 
or going to the courts. 
“I think the courts would sustain 
him,” Scott said. 
Mansfield said the only weapon 
that Congress has is its control of 
the purse. But he said he did not 
believe Congress would act to cut off 
funds and that if it did, it could not 
muster enough votes to override 
Nixon’s veto. 
Mansfield 
was 
interviewed 
on 
CBS’ “Face the Nation.” Scott and 
Rep. Gerald Ford, R-Mich., the 
House 
Republican 
leader, 
were 
interviewed on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 
Congress, Mansfield said, was in a 
“disturbed, 
frustrated, 
uneasy” 
mood 
He 
attributed 
this 
to 
c o n tin u a tio n 
of 
th e 
w a r, 
administration impounding of funds, 
and the shifting of responsibilities 
away 
from 
Congress 
to 
the 
executive branch. 
The 
co n g ressio n a l 
lea d ers 
expressed hope the latest round of 
negotiations in Paris would produce 
a 
settlement 
of 
the 
Indochina 
conflict. 
Mansfield 
said, 
however, 
that 
“we’ll just have to wait and see.” 
Scott said he was “certainly, as 
always, hopeful” . 
Ford said he was “looking at it 
optimistically”.

Four more bugging defendants plead guilty 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Four 
more defendants in the Watergate 
political 
espionage 
trial pleaded 
guilty today to all charges against 
them in the break-in and bugging of 
Democratic national headquarters. 
The 
four 
men 
—Bernard 
L. 
Barker, Frank Sturgis, Virgilio R. 
Gonzales and Eugenio R. Martinez 
—thus joined former White House 
consultant E. Howard Hunt Jr. in 
a d m ittin g 
to 
an 
ela b o ra te 
intelligence 
operation 
directed 


against high-level Democrats last 
year. 
The 
future 
of 
the 
politically 
sensitive trial was left uncertain by 
today’s development. Only two of 
the original 
“Watergate Seven” 
defendants now remain to be tried. 
They are G. Gordon Liddv and 
James W. McCord Jr., both former 
officials of President Nixon’s Re- 
election Campaign. 
Their lawyers indicated that they 
might seek a mistrial. 


Judge John J. Sirica revealed that 
Barker, 
Sturgis, 
Gonzales 
and 
Martinez, all from the Miami area, 
had written a letter last Friday to 
their lawyer, Henry B. Rothbiatt, 
firing him because he had refused 
throughout last week to consider 
pleading them guilty. 


The judge said that during a 
lengthy series of private meetings 
he had with the defendants and 
lawyers for both the prosecution and 


defense, he had arranged for a 
Washington law firm to represent 
the four Miami men to plead them 
guilty. 


All four men were charged with 
seven counts of conspiracy, theft, 
wiretapping and bugging stemming 
from their arrest last June 17 in the 
Watergate complex offices of the 
Democratic National Committee. 
“ During the afternoon (of Friday) 
... the court questioned each of the 


four defendants concerning their 
desire to plead guilty," Sirica said 
“Each indicated he was pleased 
with Mr. Rothblatt's efforts in their 
behalf with the exception of his 
refusal to discuss a guilty plea.”

Washington law firm of Newmeyer 
and Newmeyer and asked if they 
would represent the Miami men. He

in U.S. history, “probably” would be

The 10-man, two-woman jury has 
deliberated 23 hours over three 
days, but despite the length of the 
four-month trial, the panel has not 
asked to rehear any testimony as 
yet. 


Corona, who has a history of heart 
trouble, complained of severe chest 
pains Friday evening, a day after 
the case went to the jury. 


Defense attorney Richard Hawk 
said Corona suffered an apparent 
heart attack, but prison doctors said 
the pains could not be diagnosed 


until electrocardiograph tests are 
completed.

Reagan expected to plan $9 million budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi — Cushioned by an 
$850 million state surplus, Gov. Ronald 
Reagan this week will propose a new state 
budget which is expected to top the $9 
billion mark. 
Unofficial estimates placed the proposed 
1973-74 budget in the $9.5 billion range 
-alm ost $2 billion more than the current 
budget. 
Most ot the increase over the current $7.7 
billion budget will reflect the $11 billion 
measure enacted last month to provide 
property tax relief and school financing 
Reagan 
plans 
to 
submit 
the 
budget 
proposal 
to 
the 
legislature 
in 
two 
installments 
—one 
covering 
money 
funneled into local government and the 


other on state operations only. The two-par 
proposal, which he started last year, is 
designed to show taxpayers how much of 
the state budget is channeled into local 
government 
Last week Reagan told the 
1973-74 
legislature 
that 
his 
administration 
is 
amassing a whopping $850 million revenue 
surplus — an overtax of 11 per cent 
representing $41.20 for every Californian. 
In his annual “State of the State” address, 
Reagan said government should declare a 
taxpayers' dividend and give the money 
back to the people. But he didn’t say how, 
apparently backing away somewhat from 
an earlier commitment to an income tax 
cut. 


The huge surplus was derived from an 
upturn in the economy, federal revenue 
sharing, cutbacks in welfare, government 
economizing 
and 
a 
big 
income 
tax 
withholding windfall. 


Although the new legislature is only one 
week old. several major bills already have 
been introduced, including measures to: 
—Establish a no-fault insurance program 
guaranteeing 
motorists 
premium 
rate 
reductions. Twin measures were proposed 
by Sen. Alfred H. Song, D-Monterey Park 
(SB10), and Assemblyman Jack Fenton, 
(ABtP), the authors of unsuccessful no­ 
fault measures in 1972. 
—Impose permanent logging regulations in 


California. The bill (SBbi uy Sen. John A. 
Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, is similar to a 
measure he authored unsuccessfully last 
year. 
—Grant 
Californians 
a 
seven-month 
reprieve from the sales tax increase 
scheduled 
to 
take 
effect 
June 
1. 
Assemblyman Kenneth Cory, D-Garden 
Grove, said the bill (AB7) offers the 
“simplest way” of giving taxpayers back 
the big state surplus. 
—Requires a mandatory death sentence for 
persons

enforcement officers. The bills by Sen.H.L. 
Richardson, 
R-Arcadia 
(SB28), 
and

The Los Angeles Times 
reported Friday that the 
federal plan would include 
tight restrictions on private 
auto use, and would impose 
gasoline 
rationing 
during 
the peak smog season of 
May through October. The 


goal of the rationing and 
other restrictions would be 
to cut private auto usage 
down to 20 per cent of the 
p r e s e n t 
l e v e l , 
the 
newspaper said. 
A spokesman for the EPA 
in 
Washington, 
Arthur 
Daitch, said he was “90 per 
cent sure” that the plan 
would 
include 
federal 
regulations to dry up the 
gasoline supply in the area 
and choke off private car 
usage. 
The proposal would apply 
to Los Angeles, Orange, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, 
Ventura and Santa Barbara 
Counties.

Jupiter's 'red spot' 
may be hot wind 


PASADENA ( U P I ) - t h e 
“great red spot” of Jupiter, 
w h i c h 
has 
p u z z l e d 
astronomers for more than 
100 
years, 
may 
be 
a 
hurricanelike storm of hot 
wind, according to a theory 
revealed today. 
The theory was worked 
out 
by 
Dr. 
Andre 
P. 
I n g e r s o l l , 
a s s o c i a t e 
professor 
of 
planetary 
science at the California 
Institute 
of 
Technology, 
representing 
“ the 
joint 
thinking of Ingersoll and 
other scientists,” Cal Tech 
said. 
The “great red spot” is 
the dominant feature of the 


enormous Jovian surface, 
bigger than north and South 
America put together. 
It may have been noticed 
as early as 1664, but its 
scientific history begins in 
1857. Astronomers have had 
it 
u nd e r 
c o n s t a n t 
observation since 1878. It is 
usually about 20,000 miles 
long and 8,000 miles wide. It 
varies 
in color from 
a 
faint gray to bright red It 
changes shape and moves. 
“B&:ause of its long life, a 
lot of people have wanted to 
believe that the great red 
spot is associated with a 
solid object floating in the 
atmosphere,” Ingersoll said. 


Special wage board 
seen for food industry

'Black day' for lawmen in N. I reland 


BELFAST (UPI) — Bombs killed three policemen 
Sunday and wounded three others in the “blackest day” in 
history for lawmen in Northern Ireland 
Their deaths 
raised the toll in 3 12 years of violence to 685. including 34 
policemen. 
Another weekend bombing wounded 25 patrons in a pub. 
“This has been our blackest day,” a police spokesman 
said. 
Irish Republican Army (IRA > extremists said they set 
one of the bombs that killed two policemen and wounded 
two in Londonderry. Police said the IRA probably set the 
other bomb 37 miles from Belfast that killed another 
policeman and wounded another. 
“The bomb (in Londonderry) serves as a warning to 
members of the police who rigorously uphold the British 
constitution," said an IRA statement sent to newsmen. 


A private car carrying four policemen home after work 
was blown to pieces by a booby-trap in the Londonderry 
blast. In the other, a mine blew a police vehicle carrying 
two officers off a rural road 
The blasts seriously wounded the three survivors and two 
of them were listed in critical condition with lost limbs. 
An army spokesman said an estimated 10-pound bomb ap­ 
parently was placed under the wheels of the car in the 
Londonderry case. It exploded as the wheels began rolling. 
Police said a man crouched beside a rural road 37 miles 
west of Belfast with an electric detonator in his hands 
touched off the other explosion They said he set off a mine 
planted in the road as a police Land Rover passed over it, 
blowing the vehicle into a nearby hedge and carving a 30- 
foot crater in the road.

incredibly poor, it is quite 
clear that incarceration is a 
miserable failure, if success

Martin Luther King Jr. 
More than 1.5 million students and city workers get the 
day off as the nation pays tribute to the memory of the slain 
civil rights leader and Nobel peace winner. 
In Virginia, capital state of the old Confederacy, Fairfax 
County 
commissioners 
added 
King’s 
name 
to 
the 
traditional holiday honoring the South's greatest Civil War 
generals, Robert E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson. 
Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter signed a proclamation 
honoring the date and eulogized King as a “leader of men” 
guided by “his dream for a true democracy.” 
King was cut down by an assassin's bullet at the age of 39, 
as he stood on the terrace of a Memphis motel room in 
April, 1968. 
In Atlanta, the civil rights leader’s native city, his widow, 
Coretta Scott King, placed a wreath at his crypt, then 
attended memorial services at the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church, where King was co-pastor with his father, the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Sr. 
Tonight comedian Flip Wilson, singer Jose Feliciano and 
other celebrities will appear at a benefit performance at 
Omni, Atlanta’s new coliseum, with proceeds going to the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Center for Social Change in Atlanta. 
More than one million students in New York City’s public 
schools and universities get the day off along with hundreds 
of thousands of others in Newark, N.J., Atlanta, San 
Francisco, Kansas City, Seattle. Oakland, Calif., and other 
cities. 
Schools m Chicago and Philadelphia, closed in honor of 
King for the past few years, are closed this year by 
teachers’ strikes.

VATICAN CITY ( U P I» - The Vatican 
dusted off its security, its ceremony and its 
most persuasive diplomacy today for the 
first visit to a Pope by an Israeli 
government leader 
Security was so tight that officials would 
not'even say as what time Prime Minister 
Golda Meir would see Pope Paul VI, but 
Vatican sources said she would come after 
seeing Italian President Giovanni Leone. 
Mrs Meir’s arrival Sunday from Paris, 
where

Socialist conference, resulted in some of 
the toughest security measures used by 
Italians since World War II. 
St. Peter s Square was closed to the 
public and police guarded the entire route 
from the presidential palace on one side of 
the Tiber River to the Vatican on the other.

embassy, the El A1 airlines office and 
many Jewish -owned busineses would 
remain under guard until Mrs. Meir leaves 
Rome late todav. 
Her visit was intended to remain secret 
until after she made it, Israeli sources 
said, but an Israeli newspaper reported 


Mrs. Meir’s plans Sunday. 
She is only the third member of any 
Israeli government to visit the Vatican 
since her country’s foundation in 1948 and 
the first prime minister. 
Even though the Holy See does not 
recognize Israel diplomatically, 
Vatican 
soucrces said the Pope invited the 74-year- 
old prime minister to see him for talks 
about peace prospects in the Middle East 
and the status of Jerusalem 
Vatican sources said they expected the 
Pope to use the occasion to offer his 
services in the Middle East dispute and to 
put 
across 
the 
Vatican's 
ideas 
on 
Jerusalem and its holy places—sacred to 
Christians, Jews and Moslems. 
The Vatican has in the past called for a 
complete 
internationalization

city—and not just the holy places—but 
appears to have backed away from this 
policy in the face of opposition by both the 
Arab and Israeli sides. 
Although Mrs. Meir is the first Israeli 
premier to call on the Pope, the pontiff met 
her predecessor, Levi Eshkol, when he 
visited the Holy Land in 1964.

against the Hong Kong strain over 
the last three years. 
Both individual human beings and 
whole human populations defend 
themselves against influenza by 
producing antibodies in the blood 
that kill flu viruses. This antigenic 
response vanquishes the bug from 
normal, healthy individuals after 
about a week of misery and from 
human populations after a cycle of 
about three years. 
People retain residues of these 
antibodies after flu bouts, so in the 
second and third years of the cycle, 
individual cases are milder. After 
the third year, a virulent new strain 
frequently rises to commandeer the 
human hosts from the weaker old 
one. 
Of course, the first year of any 
cycle — like this year — is the worst 
because no one has built up any 
specific antibodies to it. Having had 
a shot for the Hong Kong flu could 
soften 
London’s 
impact, 
State 
Health Dept. Doctor Ben Werner 
says, but it may not soften it much. 
The London variety isn’t any more 
powerful than the old types, it’s just 
that we have no defenses against it 
yet. Usually, too, new flu types will 
attack school aged children first 


because they’ve had fewer cases in 
their lives than adults and built up 
fewer antibodies. The London strain 
for some reason, seems to be 
deviating from that pattern and 
hitting every age group equally. 
There is no vaccine yet for the 
new flu, but it wouldn’t do us any 
good now anyway since flu vaccine 
is only 
effective 
weeks before 
exposure. 
Transmitted by exhaled airborne 
droplets, 
influenza 
is the most 
contagious 
disease 
known 
to 
medicine, Dr. Nardo assures. And 
there’s no way to isolate yourself 
from it except by becoming a 
hermit. Good rest and a good diet is 
some defense. Forced fluids and 
bedrest are the only specifics. 
If symptoms get much worse after 
they appear to be getting better, a 
doctor should be called at once.

Homeowners of Lompoc can be on 
the lookout these days for a man 
from a County office — the County 
assessor’s office. 
The entire Valley is being re­ 
assessed by the County assessor’s 
office. 
Their timing is good. 
Reassessments 
bring increased tax 
dollars. 
Although 
we 
would 
not 
accuse the assessor 
of picking this time 
to 
do 
his 
reassessment 
because a property 
tax reform measure 
was 
approved 
by 
the Legislature, we 
can’t 
help 
but 
wonder. What the 
Legislature 
takes 
away, the assessor 
gives back. 
We’ve seen the assessor twice in 
less than a year. We built a room on 
the house and he came by last year 
and walked around and we expected 
an increased assessment. We saw 
him 
again 
last 
week 
and 
he 
explained that he was reassessing 
the house. We thought he did that 
last year. No, he explained, that was 


just for the room. Now he was doing 
the whole house Why not the whole 
house along with the room? The 
question couldn’t be answered but 
certainly should be added to the 
anecdotes on bureaucracy. 
We were particularly angry with 
his last visit for we had just 
received a notice the day before 
from our mortgage holder that our 
tax account was short. It appears it 
is going to be a lot shorter with this 
last visit.

It hurts to read that the County 
Mental Health Department now has 
seven psychiatrists on the payroll, 
all over $30,000 per year, who spend

Legislative rules 


The sincerity of the Legislative 
leaders in bringing about some real 
improvements in the legislative 
process is about to be put to the acid 
test. 
If the “ improvements’’ promised 
by those leaders in persuading the 
voters to approve the new two year 
sessions are to benefit the people 
instead of merely being self-serving 
betterments for the membership, 
some drastic changes are called for. 
The efforts for those changes have 
commenced. New joint rules have 
been drafted by the staff and are 
now under consideration. 
The initial draft leaves a great 
deal to be desired. 
One of the arguments advanced 
for the two year sessions was that it 
would permit the lawmakers to give 
more time to interim study. The 
new rules propose eight recesses 
during 
the 
two 
year 
period. 
Excepting for a 3*6 month recess in 
September of the first year, the 
others are of short duration and will 
hardly give time for any extensive 
interim committee hearings. 
The rules would prohibit any 
action on a bill until after the 31st 
day after it has been printed. They 
would also require nine days notice 
of committee hearings. 
But 
the 
proposal 
to 
permit 
introduction of bills at any time 
including while the Legislature is in 
recess has pitfalls. For the rules 
would allow standing committees to 
hold hearings on bills outside of 
Sacramento during recess. And even 
though it could not take action at 
that time it is unclear as to what 
would prevent action on the bill 
immediately after recess with no 
further hearing 
It appears there is grave danger 
under such rules of lowering public 
visibility of legislative proceedings. 
The press and the lobbyists, who 
serve as bastions of protection 
against 
impromptu 
legislative 
actions, 
are 
all 
geared 
to 
maintaining vigil in Sacramento. 
To permit committees to wander 
around the State to conduct hearings 
on proposed legislation opens the 
door to abuses 


An attempt has been made to 
w rite 
rules 
precluding 
the 
circumvention of the provision that 
only bills which have been approved 
in the house of origin may be acted 
upon in the other house in the second 
year. But the draft language seems 
deficient. Action on bills in the 
house of origin is prohibited in the 
second year. 


Also prohibited is the introduction 
of bills in the second year which “ as 
introduced or amended" would be 
substantially the same as the first 
year bill. But it does not seem to 
block amending a bill which has 
cleared the house of origin to do that 


which the first year bill sought to do 
and failed 
Further, no rule is suggested to 
prohibit “ hijacking", the system of 
amending proposals to bypass balky 
committees 
And while a stringent requirement 
for committee attendance carries a 
penalty of loss of per diem for 
failure to be present, the problem of 
mass 
absenteeism 
and 
“ ghost 
voting" in Assembly sessions is 
ignored. 
Neither is there any attempt to 
establish committee schedules to 
avoid 
conflicts 
with 
regular 
legislative sessions which has been 
the major cause of “ ghost voting."
